WESTERN SENATORS FOR 


UNCLE SAM PREPARING 
FOH UPRISING IN CHINA 


Chicago, Feb. 15. 
to the Tribune from 
A dispatch 
Washington 
says: 
Thirty-eight thousand men of 
the regular army are to be mob­ 
ilized at Manila for service in 
China in case of 
an 
uprising 
against foreigners in the ancient 
empire. 
The war department 
ha* determined to send four reg­ 
iments of cavalry and seven bat­ 
teries of artillery to the far east­ 
ern island in addition 
to the 
| troops already ordered. 
The navy is active and has di­ 
rected Hear Admiral *Sig*bea’* 
squadron, consisting of oue arm­ 
ored and three protected cruisers j 
to hold itself in readiness to pro-1 
ceed to the far east and report to I 


Hear Admiral Train, commander- 
in-chief of the Asiatic Meet. 
The 
navy department has also sent 
instructions to 
Hear Admiral 
Train to take such measurers as 
may seem to him advisable for 
the adequate protection of Ameri­ 
cans and their interests. 
Gun­ 
boats of the Helena class which 
have been undergoing repairs at 
Manila will be commanded with­ 
out further delay 
and sent to 
China for use on tile Vang Tse 
Kiang. 
Roar Admiral 
Train has ar­ 
ranged with missionaries living 
in the territory traversed by this 
stream to hurry to certain points 
in case of apprehension of trouble 
and upon arrival 
they will be 
picked up by the men o f war.

LANDS A BIG PROBLEM 


Washington, 
Keo. 
15.—The 
contest over the manner in which 
the mineral lands belonging to 
the indian* are to be disposed of 
i* beginning to excite a great 
d^al of comment in Washington. 
Eastern newspapers have just 
a vakened to the fact that proper­ 
ty, whose value is variously esti­ 
mated at between $20,000,000 and 
$5o.OOO,OOo, i.* to be dimposed of, 
and they *ee immense opportuni­ 
ties for speculation. 
And iudeed there are. 
It is 
equally true, too, that interests 
are at work in the effort to get 
these lands as cheaply as pos­ 
sible. 
As the bill stand* now before 


the Senate Committee on Indian 
Affairs, it provides that the pres­ 
ent lessees of the coal lands shall 
have a preferential right of pur­ 
chase at a price to be fixed by 


three 
appraisers. 
Since 
the 
ie*see* have made improvements 
on the lands. tiler-* is no* Urich 
opposition to the propo*iton to 
give them th:* preferential right 
of purchase, but there i* vigorous 
opposition to the plan for the as­ 
certaining of the value of these 
land*

Tho commissioner urges the 
taxing of automobiles on the basis of 
their destructive power to the public 
highways, the measure of which he 
thinks sh DU id be the maximum spc**d 
of which each machine is capable. 
The justificatU ii for such a method of 
taxation is that owners of automobiles 
should be charged, as nearly as possi­ 
ble, for the actual damage they do to 
the roads. 
Unless some limitation is 
enforced 
the 
commissioner 
believes 
that much of the money which has 
been spent by the State in the improve­ 
ment of Hie roads will be wasted. 
The report further recommends the 
licensing of chauffeurs and me passage 
of a law prohibiting the use of armored 
tires, chain tires anti blowers, all of 
which add to the destructive forces of 
the automobile. In discussing the sub­ 
ject, Commissioner Hutchinson says: 
Tile automobile Is now* a recognized 
means of conveyance, and as such is 
entitled to the use of the highways, 
but there a n 4 certain appliances used 
upon them which arc detrimental to 
our roads. 
These are the armored 
tire, the chain tire and the blower. 
The damage done to the surfac e of our 
macadam and gravel roads by these 
appliances is so great that the* ques­ 
tion of a remedy is creating consider­ 
able agitation ail over the different 
counties of tile State. 
The temptation to get all the speed 
possible out of any means of locomo­ 
tion is almost irresistible, therefore no 
one should be allowed to run 
i i ma­ 
chine upon our public highways with­ 
out 
f i r s t obtaining a license4, granted 
after a proper examination, as a ma­ 
jority of the aeeidenls rre caused by 
incompetent chauffeurs, 
lf the high 
speed machines are to be allowed upon 
our highways they should be taxed in 
proportion to the maximum speed of 
which they art* capable. 
In other 
words, they should pay for the damage 
they do. and all money paid info the 
State treasury for such licenses should 
be applied it* the maintenance and re­ 
pair of our roads. 
The dust raised by an automobile 
when running at a rate of less than 
twenty railes an hour is not any worn? 
than that raised by many wagons, but 
when the limit is exceeded the auto­ 
mobile Incomes the dust nuisance. 
Many cures for the dust 
annoy alice 
have been suggested, as the sprinkling 
of our roads with crude oil and differ­ 
ent olutions of absorbent salts. These 
will prevent the dust, but are too ex­ 
pensive to be generally used. 
Our 
remedy, therefore, would be a strict 
enforcement of the i**1***! limit, the ab­ 
olition of armored tires, chain tires 
and blowers, and a 
prinkling of all 
our .mproved roads early iii the morn­ 
ing and late iii the evening. 
This 
would preserve the roads and would 
reduce the cost of repairs materially, 
at th** same time giving us a better 
smoother aud more dustless stirfa e 
t Ila n before.

Chicago, Peb 15.—A dispatch 


to the Tribune from Washington 
says: 


Thirty-eight thousand men of 


the regular army are to be mob- 
ilized at Manila for service in 
China in case of an uprising 
against foreigners in the ancient 
empire.

The annual hospital collection, repre-

These 
hospitals last year, continues the New 
York Times, cared for 52.713 bed pa- 
tients, of whom 33,774 were treated 
without charge, besides operating upon 
or giving medical treatment to :U4.S38 
dispensary patients. The total ex- 
penses for this work during the year 
were $2,450,f>17, which, after deducting 
the Income of investments from paying 
patients, left $1,007.231 to be derived 
from the benevolent public.

Stokes. B. C. Hutchlnson. 
State Commissioner of pub- 
lic roads of New Jersey, 
suggests a no\el plan for 


dealing with automobiles, which In the 
last year or two it is claimed have 
>lnyed havoc with the improved roads 
ihat have been long the pride of Jer- 
seymen. The commissioner urges the 
taxing of automobiles on the basis of 
their destructive power to the public 
highways, the measure of which be 
thinks shouiu be the maximum speed 
of which each machine is capable. 
The justification for such a method of 
taxation is that owners of automobiles 
should be charged, as nearly as possi- 
ble, for tbe actual damage tliey do to 
the roads. 
Unless some limitation is 


enforced the commissioner believes 
that much of the money which has 
been spent by the State iu tbe Improve- 
ment of the roads will be wasted. 


The report further recommends the 


licensing of chauffeurs and cue passage 
of a law prohibiting the use of armored 
tires, chain tires and blowers, all of 
which add to the destructive forces of 
the automobile. In discussing tbe sub- 
ject. Commissioner Hutchlnson says: 


The automobile is now a recognised 


means of conveyance, and as such is 
entitled to the use of the highways, 
but there are certain appliances used 
upon them which arc detrimental to 
our roads. 
These are the armored 


tire, the chain tire and tbe blower. 
The damage done to the surface of our 
macadam nnd gravel roads by these 
appliances Is so great that the ques- 
tion of a remedy Is creating consider- 
able agitation nil over the different 
counties of tiie State. 


The temptation to get all the speed 


possible out of any means of locomo- 
tion is almost Irresistible, therefore no 
one should be allowed lo run « ma- 
chine upon our public highways with- 
out m>t obtaining a license, granted 
after a proper examination, as a ma- 
jority of the accidents rre caused by 
incompetent chauffeurs.

DISPOSAL OF MINERAL 


LANDS A DIG PRODLEM 


\\~ashineton, Feb. 15.—The 


contest over the manner in which 
the mineral lauds belonging to 
thf Indian* are to be disposed of 
is beginning to excite a great 
deal of comment in Washington. 
Eastern newspapers have just 
awakened to the fact that proper- 
ty, whose value is variously esti- 
mated at between $20,000,000 and 
$50,000,00(1, is to OP disposed of, 
and they see immense opportuui- 
ties for speculation. 


And indeed there are. It is 


equally true, too, that interests 
are at work iu the effort to get 
these lands as cheaply as pos- 
sible. 


As the bill stand* now before 


the Senate Committee on Indian 
Affaire, it provides that the pres- 
ent lessees of the coal lands shall 
have a preferential right of par* 
ebftse at a price to be fixed by 


three 
appraisers. 
Since 
the 


lessee" have made improvements 
on the lands, there is not much 
opposition to the pioposit on to 
give them thi« piefpi^ntiai i ight 
of purchase, but there i* vigorous 
opposition to the plan for the as- 
certaining of the value of these 
land* 


The bill as it stands provides 


t iut one of the appraisers shall 
be appointed by the Secretary of 
the Interior, one by the lessees 
and the third by these two, or in 
the event of their failure to agree 
on tbe third, by the senior Judge 
of the United States Courts in Ju 
dian Territory 


The interests eovetou^ of the 


Indian coal lands are large once 
and the content proportional!*- 
vigorous. The bill will probable 
be reported to the Senate this 
week and taken op for considera- 
tion next week.
